Homesick 
A War Of Nerves 


Reports recently received: in 
Britain indicate that. there is a 
noticeable decline in the moral of 
German troops stationed in oc-

Some of them, ft is said, are 
homesick, and longing for the 
end of the war, a feeling which 
is intensified by the unfriendly 
atmosphere in which they are 
pbliged to live.

Wrong Foot 


It was North's double, even more 
than South's opening bid, that led 
to such'a poor match-point score 
for.

(although untruthfully) that ‘his 
hand was virtually defenceless.
